■  SANTA  CRUZ  LOMA,  El  Salva- 
|1  dor  (AP)  —  Dusk  slipped  over  the 
1\  huts  of  this  mountain  village  one  by 
1  one  as  the  people  sang  hymns  and 
'  buried  their  dead,  victims  of  a  sur¬ 
prise  attack  by  leftist  rebels  dressed 
as  soldiers. 

It  was  the  second  funeral  Tuesday 
evening,  and  while  the  villagers  sang 
I  they  could  hear  the  sound  of  shovel¬ 
fuls  of  earth  dropping  rhythmically 
onto  the  coffins  of  those  buried  after 
1  the  first  service. 

Civil  defense  guards  usually  are  not 
as  well  trained  or  armed  as  regular 
I  Soldiers,  although  some  efforts  have 
been  made  recently  to  upgrade  their 
i  training  and  organization. 

The  residents  of  Santa  Cruz  Loma 
i  said  they  thought  the  guerrillas  were

’  The  villagers  said  they  shot  first. 

“They  shouted  not  to  shoot,  that 
Ithey  were  on  our  side,”  said  Jesus 
'  Valles,  the  local  Civil  Defense  Force 
i  commander. 

“They  did  it  to  confuse  us  and  we 
I  stopped  shooting.  We  thought  they 
iwere  part  of  an  anti-insurgency  unit. 
'When  they  got  closer,  we  saw  that 
ithey  were  not  soldiers.” 

Residents  said  the  rebels  went 
(from  house  to  house,  taking  supposed 
:  Civil  Defense  volunteers  out  and 
shooting  them  or  cutting  their 
Ithroats.  They  said  the  guerrillas  went 
(to  houses  without  hesitation,  as  if 
Ithey  had  been  chosen  in  °^vance.

Several  people  were  missing  and 
presumed  kidnapped. 

Of  the  20  confirmed  dead,  only 
seven  were  identified  as  defense  force 
volunteers.  Villagers  said  most  of  the 
others  were  killed  by  mortar  shells 
lobbed  into  the  string  of  huts  that  line 
a  crude,  dusty  road. 

The  village  is  administered  by  San¬ 
tiago  Nonualco,  a  larger  town  about 
four  miles  down  the  mountain.  That  is 
where  the  truck  took  the  bodies  to  be 
put  into  coffins,  stopping  to  pick  up 
other  dead  from  the  attack  as  it  went. 

In  front  of  the  church  in  Santiago 
Nonualco,  children  climbed  the  back 
of  the  truck  and  watched  curiously  as 
adults  went  about  their  grim  busi¬ 
ness. 

“Who’s  the  one  in  the  green  shirt?” 
called  out  a  man  with  a  clipboard. 

The  body  was  identified,  checked 
off,  placed  in  a  simple  wooden  coffin 
with  a  sugar  sack  lining  it.  V olunteers 
put  the  lid  on  the  coffin,  placed  it  on  a 
pickup  truck  that  would  return  it  to 
Santa  Cruz  Loma  and  went  to  the 
next  one. 

When  the  supply  of  coffins  ran  low, 
word  was  sent  to  nearby  Zacatecoluca 
to  bring  more. 

“I  gave  my  blessing  to  all  of  them, 
that  was  all  I  could  do,”  said  a  brown- 
robed  priest  who  identified  himself 
only  as  Father  Octavio  and  said  he 
had  served  the  village  for  35  years. 

“I  know  of  at  least  20  dead  and 
there  is  talk  of  more,  but  I  don’t  know 
any  more  about  them,”  he  said.

Judge  strikes  down  law 
restricting  cable  shows 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  federal  judge  on  Wednesday 
;  granted  a  judgment  striking  down  as  unconstitutional  a  1983 
.  Utah  law,  never  enforced,  that  restricted  “indecent”  cable  televi- 
:  sion  programming. 

Senior  U.S.  District  Judge  AldonJ.  Anderson  said  in  a  50-page 
i  ruling  that  the  Utah  Cable  Television  Programing  Decency  Act 
i  fe  “unconstitutionally  overbroad  and  vague,  and  void  dp  its  face.” 

•  Anderson  granted  a  summary  judgment  sought  by  attorneys 
:  for  Community  Television  of  Utah  and  four  other  cable  com- 
i  panies  who  opposed  the  law.  He  ordered  the  plaintiffs  to  “pre- 
:  pare  a  judgment  reflecting  the  court’s  ruling  and  permanently 
enjoining  the  defendants”  from  enforcing  the  act. 

“Cable  television  is  a  powerful  form  of  communication.  Used 
properly,  it  can  edify  and  inspire  as  well  as  entertain.  Used 
improperly,  it  can  seriously  damage  the  quality  of  life  that  we 
have  and  reduce  public  tastes  to  their  lowest  common  denomina¬ 
tor,”  Anderson  wrote. 

The  judge  said  he  was  following  Supreme  Court  precedent  by 
delineating  “an  area  in  which  private  individuals,  particularly 
parents,  must  assume  an  important  responsibility  for  maintain¬ 
ing  a  decent  society.” 

The  state  attorney  general’s  office  earlier  had  indicated  it 
would  appeal  an  unfavorable  decision. 

The  cable  groups  filed  a  lawsuit  against  the  act  shortly  after  it 
was  approved  following  weeks  of  emotional  debate  in  the  1983 
Legislature,  which  overrode  the  veto  of  then-Gov.  Scott 
Matheson. 

However,  Attorney  General  David  Wilkinson,  whose  office 
helped  draft  the  measure,  declined  to  enforce  it  until  legal  chal¬ 
lenges  were  resolved. 

The  statute  defined  as  indecent  any  “visual  or  verbal  depiction, 
display,  representation,  dissemination  or  verbal  description”  of 
sexual  intercourse,  a  human  sexual  or  excretory  organ  or  func¬ 
tion,  the  display  of  certain  body  parts  or  masturbation. 


Attorney  Bryan  McDougal,  representing  Community  TV,  had 
said,  “If  we  were  to  lose,  it  would  rewrite  the  past  10  years  of 
First  Amendment  laws.”  On  Wednesday  he  said  the  judge  had 
decided  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs  on  virtually  every  issue. 

“The  bottom  line  was,  he  agreed  with  previous  decisions  on  the 
issue  that  it’s  the  subscribers,  and  not  the  state,  who  have  the 
power  to  regulate  what  they  see,”  McDougal  said. 

In  a  1983  attorney  general’s  opinion,  Wilkinson  said  the  Utah 
act  would  permit  the  airing  of  “indecent  programs”  between 
midnight  and  7  a.m.,  even  though  that  was  not  spelled  out  in  the 
statute. 

Anderson’s  ruling  was  the  second  major  blow  in  five  months  to 
befall  backers  of  cable  regulation  in  Utah.  By  q,  61-39  percent 
margin,  the  predominately  LDS  electorate  rejected  a  cable  tele¬ 
vision  decency  measure  placed  on  last  November’s  ballot. 

Supporters  had  billed  it  as  a  contingency  measure  in  case 
Anderson  ruled  as  he  did  Wednesday.  Both  sides  considered  it 
more  restrictive  than  the  Legislature’s  law  because  it  would  have 
mandated  criminal  instead  of  civil  penalties. 

The  hierarchy  of  the  LDS  Church,  which  frequently  decries 
“the  evil  of  pornography,”  remained  officially  neutral  on  the 
ballot  measure,  which  drew  opposition  from  more  than  100,000 
Utah  households  that  subscribe  to  cable  television. 

Jim  Bunnell,  president  of  the  Utah  Cable  Television  Operators 
Association  and  of  Community  Television  of  Utah,  said  he  ex¬ 
pected  further  legislative  attempts  to  pass  a  constitutionally 
acceptable  law  to  regulate  cable  television. 

But,  he  added,  “Sooner. Or  later  they  will  have  to  realize  they 
can’t  put  out  a  law  that  will  accomplish  what  they  want  to  do.” 

Marion  Bloomquist  of  Ogden,  president-elect  of  the  Utah 
Association  of  Women,  which  supported  the  initiative  and  the 
law,  said  she  hoped  Anderson’s  ruling  would  be  appealed  by  the 
attorney  general. 


Doctors  still  refuse  to  identify 
4th  artificial  heart  recipient 


STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  (AP)  —  Doc¬ 
tors  said  Wednesday  the  fourth  man  to 
receive  a  permanent  artificial  heart  was 
doing  “surprisingly  well”  three  days  after 
the  implant. 

But  the  patient’s  doctors  refused  to 
identify  him  or  comment  on  reports  that 
he  was  53-year-old  Leif  Stenberg,  a  defen¬ 
dant  in  a  tax  evasion  trial  who  came  to  be 
i  known  in  Sweden’s  tabloids  as  “Mr.  X.” 

“F or  the  time  being  we  are  very  content 
with  his  condition,”  said  Dr.  Bjarne  K.H. 
Semb  of  Stockholm’s  Karolinska  Hospital. 
Semb  led  the  12-member  team  that  on 
Sunday  performed  the  first  permanent 
artificial  heart  implant  outside  the  United 
States. 

The  patient,  identified  by  the  hospital 
only  as  a  Swede  in  his  mid-50s,  was  “most¬ 
ly  resting,”  according  to  Semb.  He  said 
the  patient  was  talking  and  taking  liquids 
and  light  food  and  characterized  him  as 
S  recuperating  “surprisingly  well.  ” 

Reports  about  the  identity  of  the  pa- 
i  tient  overshadowed  the  medical  aspects  of 
i  the  case.  And  there  was  also  speculation 
i  that  a  recipient  of  an  artificial  heart  might 
be  considered  legally  dead  under  Swedish 
law  and  thus  immune  from  prosecution. 

Judge  Birgitta  Engvall,  who  is  to  hear 
ithe  case  against  Stenberg,  refused  to  com¬ 
ment.  But  chief  prosecutor  Magnus

Sjoberg  said  “the  operation  changes  no¬ 
thing  in  the  judicial  sense.” 

Semb  would  not  be  drawn  into  the  issue 
at  a  Wednesday  news  conference.  “We 
had  an  agreement  (to  protect  the  patient’s 
anonymity),”  he  explained,  then  asked  re¬ 
porters:  “From  now  on,  please  show  some 
common  consideration  towards  this  run¬ 
down  human  being.” 

Dr.  Robert  Jarvik,  inventor  of  the  metal 
and  plastic  Jarvik-7  heart  implanted  in  the 
patient,  said  he  was  “very  pleased”  with 


the  operation.  Jarvik,  who  observed  the 
surgeipr,  told  a  news  conference,  “The  pa¬ 
tient  is  in  very  good  spirits  and  we’ve 
learned  a  lot  here.” 

Jarvik  said  the  Symbion  Corp.,  which 
manufactures  the  artificial  heart  he  in¬ 
vented,  donated  the  $15,500  Jarvik-7  and 
the  equipment  used  at  Karolinska  in  the 
operation. 

As  part  owner  of  the  company,  Jarvik 
said  he  has  turned  down  requests  for 
mechanical  hearts  from  some  U.S.  hospit¬ 
als  when  he  felt  they  lacked  experience  for 
an  artificial  heart  program. 

Jarvik,  38,  stressed  that  artificial  heart 
implantation  was  still  “an  experimental 
program. 

“It  may  have  a  very  bright  future;  it 
may  have  no  future  at  all.  We’ll  just  have 
to  wait  and  see,”  he  said. 

Jarvik  said  he  expected  hospitals  in  the 
United  States  and  elsewhere  to  make 
more  artificial  heart  implants  during  1985. 
He  said  the  next  probably  will  be  at  Huma¬ 
na  Hospital  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  where  Dr. 
William  C.  DeVries  performed  the  world’s 
second  and  third  implants. 

DeVries  was  at  the  University  of  Utah 
clinic  when  he  made  the  first  permanent 
artificial  heart  implant,  on  Barney  Clark 
in  December  1982.  Clark  died  112  days 
after  the  operation. 


Ron  Lafferty's  jury  selection 
scheduled  to  start  April  25th

Jury  selection  for  the  trial  of  accused  killer  Ron 
Lafferty  will  begin  April  25  in  Utah  County’s  4th 
District  Court,  barring  any  unforeseen  delays,  said 
Dan  Price,  court  administrator. 

“Our  plans  are  to  go  forward  with  the  trial  unless 
something  unforeseen  happens  before  that.  ...  If 
council  files  an  interlocutory  appeal,  the  ball  is  in 
the  Supreme  Court’s  court,”  Price  said. 

On  Monday  Lafferty’s  court-appointed  attorney, 
Richard  Johnson,  . said  he  planned  to  file  the  appeal 
requesting  the  Utah  Supreme  Court  to  review  a 
decision  that  declared  “the  defendant  is  not  ‘incom¬ 
petent  to  proceed.’  ” 

Lafferty  is  not  competent  to  proceed  to  trial, 
Johnson  said. 

Lafferty  still  wants  to  defend  himself  but,  if 
allowed  to  do  so,  would  probably  not  do  anything  in 
his  defense,  Johnson  said. 

Lafferty  and  his  brother,  Dan  Lafferty,  have 
insisted  on  defending  themselves  since  their  Au¬ 
gust  arrest.  Dan,  who  was  convicted  in  January, 
was  allowed  to  represent  himself  although  he  was 
assigned  “advisory  council.  ”  Whether  the  same  will 
be  allowed  for  Ron  Lafferty  is  still  a  question. 

Wayne  Watson,  chief  Utah  County  deputy  attor¬ 


ney,  said  he  believes  an  impartial  jury  can  be  found 
although  it  may  be  “a  little  more  difficult”  than  it 
was  in  the  trial  of  Dan  Lafferty.  “It  may  take  an 
extra  day  or  two,”  said  Watson.  Jury  selection  in 
Dan’s  trial  took  two  days. 

In  Monday’s  decision,  Judge  J.  Robert  Bullock 
ruled  Lafferty  could  understand  the  proceedings 
and  the  punishment  specified,  making  him  compe¬ 
tent  to  stand  trial.  Bullock  ordered  Lafferty  to 
remain  in  the  Utah  State  Hospital  where  he  has 
been  since  a  December  suicide  attempt  in  the  Utah 
County  jail. 

Lafferty  is  accused  of  the  July  24  slayings  of  his 
sister-in-law  Brenda  Lafferty,  24,  and  her  15- 
month-old  daughter  Erica  Lafferty.  The  victims 
were  found  with- their  throats  slashed  in  their 
American  Fork  duplex. 

An  alleged  revelation  received  by  Lafferty  called 
for  the  “removal”  of  the  victims  and  two  other 
individuals. 

In  addition  to  the  murder  charges,  Lafferty  faces 
two  charges  each  of  criminal  conspiracy  and  aggra¬ 
vated  burglary. 

Dan  Lafferty  is  presently  serving'two  life  sent¬ 
ences,  four  five-year-to-life  sentences  and  four 
sentences  not  to  exceed  five  years  in  the  Utah  State 
Prison.  Bullock  ruled  all  the  sentences  to  run  con¬ 
currently. 


Congressional  delegates 
spend  nearly  4  hours 
with  Mikhail  Gorbachev 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev  spent 
nearly  four  hours  with  an  American  congressional 
delegation  Wednesday,  twice  the  usual  time  allot¬ 
ted,  and  said  it  was  time  U.S.-Soviet  relations 
emerged  from  a  dangerous  “ice  age.” 

The  time  has  come  for  talking,  the  Soviet  leader 
said,  and  one  of  the  Americans  predicted  he  would 
be  a  “very  formidable  adversary”  in  a  summit  with 
President  Reagan. 

Members  of  the  first  U.S.  delegation  to  meet 
Gorbachev  since  the  funeral  of  Konstantin  U.  Cher¬ 
nenko,  whom  he  replaced  March  11,  said  they 
brought  the  new  leader  a  letter  from  Reagan.  They 
would  not  discuss  its  contents. 

The  congressmen  said  Gorbachev  reaffirmed  his 
interest  in  a  summit,  but  did  not  say  when  it  might 
be  possible. 

On  Sunday  Gorbachev  said  the  Soviet  Union  was 
freezing  deployment  of  medium-range  nuclear  mis¬ 
siles  in  Europe  until  November.  The  MTiite  House 
said  that  was  public  relations. 

Tass,  the  official  Soviet  news  agency,  quoted 
Gorbachev  as  telling  the  delegation: 

“The  time  is  such  now  that  people  shaping  the 
policy  of  the  two  Countries  should  by  all  means 
converse  with  one  another.  The  world  situation  is 
disquieting,  even  dangerous,  and  a  kind  of  ice  age  is 
being  observed  in  relations  between  the  U.S:S.R. 
and  the  United  States.  At  least  this  was  so  until  the 
most  recent  time.” 

House  speaker  Thomas  P.  O’Neill  told  a  news 
conference  the  meeting  covered  arms  control,  hu¬ 
man  rights,  trade,  regional  issues  and  cultural  ex¬ 
change. 

“From  our  talks,  it  is  apparent  that  real  opportu¬ 
nities  for  expanded  trade  and  cultural  contacts 
exist.” 

Gorbachev  received  O’Neill,  a  Democrat  from 
Massachusetts;  House  Republican  leader  Robert 


Michel  of  Illinois;  Dan  Rostenkowski,  D-Ill.;  and 
Silvio  Conte, 'R-Mass. 

They  met  in  the  Communist  Party  chiefs  private 
quarters  on  the  third  floor  of  the  huge  yellow  office 
building  just  inside  the  Kremlin  Wall  adjacent  to 
Red  Square. 

The  four -are  the  senior  members  of  a  13-man 
House  delegation  visiting  the  Soviet  Union. 

O’Neill  said  the  meeting  lasted  three  hours  and 
43  minutes,  which  is  nearly  double  the  time  Krem¬ 
lin  visitors  usually  get.  Its  length  underscored  the 
emphasis  the  new  leadership  is  putting  on  U.S.- 
Soviet  relations. 

The  Soviet  press  reported  Gorbachev’s  state¬ 
ment  on  arms  control  the  day  the  delegation  ar¬ 
rived  and  Tass  said  Wednesday  that  Foreign  Minis¬ 
ter  Andrei  A.  Gromyko  and  George  P.  Shultz,  the 
American  secretary  of  state,  would  meet  in  Vienna 
May  14.  Both  will  be  there  for  ceremonies  marking 
the  return  of  Austria’s  sovereignty  in  1955. 

State  television  broadcast  a  lengthy  report  on 
the  meeting  between  Gorbachev,  54,  and  the  con¬ 
gressmen;  including  a  videotape  of  the  prelimi¬ 
naries. 

Asked  about  the  nuclear-freeze  statement, 
O’Neill  said:  “Llike  to  believe  (Gorbachev)  was 
speaking  his  mind,  his  heart  and  his  feeling  for 
world  peace.  I  don’t  want  to  look  at  it  as  prop¬ 
aganda.” 

Michel  said  Gorbachev  mentioned  the  cool  White 
House  response,  and  “his  characterization  was  that 
we  rejected  his  proposal  out  of  hand.” 

He  said  Gorbachev  was  waiting  for  a  “full  re¬ 
sponse”  to  his  last  letter  to  Reagan  on  a  summit, 
adding  that  the  response  was  not  in  the  letter  deli¬ 
vered  Wednesday. 

“In  taking  my  measure  of  the  man,  I  certainly 
have  to  agree  with  the  speaker  (O’Neill)  that  he 
could  be  a  very  formidable  adversary,”  Michel  said.

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BARA,  Calif.  (AP)  —  In  an  abrupt  shift,  the 
White  House  said  Wednesday  that  President  Reagan  is  ready 
now  for  a  get-acquainted  “meeting”  with  Soviet  leader  Mikhail 
Gorbachev,  but  that  a  problem-solving  “summit”  would  require 
more  preparation  and  must  offer  the  promise  of  success. 

For  weeks  top  administration  officials  have  used  the  terms 
“summit”  and  “meeting”  interchangeably.  Robert  C.  McFarlane, 
Reagan’s  national  security  adviser,  sought  to  put  an  end  to  that 
practice  as  he  briefed  reporters  at  a  hotel  25  miles  from  the 
vacationing  president’s  ranch. 

The  administration’s  sudden  insistence  on  a  distinction  be¬ 
tween  the  two  terms  clearly  was  an  attempt  to  dampen  expecta¬ 
tions  of  real  improvement  in  U.S.-Soviet  relations  flowing  from  a 
Reagan-Gorbachev  conference. 

Reading  a  written  statement  before  television  cameras, 
McFarlane  said,  “The  president  has  stressed  that  he  would  wel¬ 
come  a  meeting  with  the  general  secretary.  We  would  also  wel¬ 
come  a  summit  at  the  proper  time  and  as  the  culmination  of  an 
extended  dialogue  which  has  produced  tangible  accomplishment.

McFarlane  said  Reagan  was  ready  for  a  get-acquainted  meet¬ 
ing  with  Gorbachev  on  short  notice  but  played  down  the  likeli¬ 
hood  that  would  occur  in  .the  near  future. 

The  national  security  adviser  said,  “The  president  believes 
that  the  climate  of  the  relationship  is  such  as  to  justify  a  meeting 
now  and  for  the  foreseeable  future,  absent  any  dramatic  change 
in  Soviet  attitudes.” 

He  said  .there  would  not  have  to  be  a  specific  agenda  for  a 
meeting. 

A  senior  administration  official,  speaking  on  condition  he  not 
be  identified,  said  a  Reagan-Gorbachev  meeting  in  New  York 
would  be  likely  this  fall  if  the  Soviet  leader  attended  the  opening 
of  the  U.N.  General  Assembly.  “It  would  be  my  best  guess”  that 
they  would  meet  then,  the  official  said. 

Any  conference  —  meeting  or  summit  —  would  have  to  offer 
the  prospect  of  a  serious  exchange  of  views  and  not  give  Gor¬ 
bachev  a  propaganda  forum,  the  official  added.

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Aryan  supremists  advocate 
overthrow  of  U.A.  government

Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  second

“We  have  decided  to  raise  the 
i  sword  against  ZOG,  knowing  full  well 
the  consequences  and  that  perhaps 
i we  seal  our  own  fate.” 

So  reads  a  letter  attacking  the 
“‘Zionist  Occupational  Government 
:(ZOG)”  of  the  United  States.  The  let¬ 
ter  was  discovered  after  last  week’s 
arrest  of  a  leader  of  The  Order,  an 
lanti-black,  anti-Jewish  group  dedi¬ 
cated  to  the  violent  overthrow  of  the 
U.S.  government. 

The  Order  is  one  of  the  most  ex¬ 
treme  exponents  of  “Identity,”  a  reli- 
igious  philosophy  that  embraces  seg¬ 
regation  as  a  divine  commandment 
land  preaches  that  Aryans  are  God’s 
tchosen  people  and  Jews  are  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  devil. 

While  most  of  the  many  varied 
lldentity  organizations  limit  them¬ 
selves  to  rhetoric,  the  members  of 
rThe  Order  have  taken  up  arms  to 
(fight  against  what  they  call  a  “Jew- 
i  controlled,  alien  occupation  govern¬ 
ment.  ” 

A  string  of  violent  crimes  attri¬ 
buted  to  The  Order  during  the  past 
.five  months  has  drawn  the  FBI,  Sec¬ 
ret  Service,  U.S.  Marshalls  Service, 
iIRS,  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco  and 
iFirearms  and  the  Bureau  of  Prisons 


into  - a  nationwide  investigation  of 
right-wing  violence. 

Members  of  The  Order  are  suspects 
in  the  Denver  murder  of  a  Jewish 
radio-show  host,  bank  and  armored 
car  robberies  in  Washington  and  Cali¬ 
fornia,  the  bombing  of  a  Boise  synago¬ 
gue,  three  shoot-outs  with  the  police 
and  FBI  and  a  widespread  counter¬ 
feiting  operation. 

FBI  Director  William  Webster 
appeared  April  4  before  a  Senate 
Judiciary  subcommittee  to  describe 
white-supremacy  groups  such  as 
Aryan  Nations  and  its  offshoot,  The 
Order. 

“I  personally  regard  them  as  more 
dangerous  than  the  Klan  groups  from 
which  they  emanated,”  Webster  said. 

The  Order  differs  from  other  white- 
supremacy  groups  in  that  The  Order 
has  attempted  to  trigger  armed  con¬ 
flict  other  groups  usually  only  talk 
about. 

In  spite  of  its  extremism  (thirteen 
members  of  The  Order  signed  a  “dec¬ 
laration  of  war”  last  November), 
other  neo-Nazi  leaders  have  refused 
to  condemn  The  Order. 

In  an  Associated  Press  report, 
Aryan  Nations  leader  Richard  Butler 
was  quoted  as  saying;  “I’ll  back  any 
man  who  says  he’s  for  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  our  race  and  culture. 

“I  believe  they  jumped  the  gun.  I 
still  agree  with  them  philosophically,” 
Butler  said, 


A  computer  bulletin  board  main¬ 
tained  by  Aryan  Nations  lists  its 
members  that  have  been  arrested  or 
are  being  sought  in  connection  with 
the  crimes  and  describes  them  as 
“strong,  trustworthy,  honest”  men 
who  are  being  “hounded  day  and 
night  by  the  servants  of  (Satan).” 

Another  item  eulogizes  Robert  J. 
Matthews,  31,  killed  by  the  FBI  in  a 
two-day  siege  of  an  Order  hide-out  in 
Washington  and  announces  a  special 
memorial  to  be  held  in  his  honor  on  - 
April  20. 

To  date,  more  than  20  Order  mem¬ 
bers  and  their  associates  have  been 
arrested  on  a  wide  range,  of  charges 
that  include  robbery,  counterfeiting, 
possession  of  illegal  weapons  and  har¬ 
boring  fugitives. 

Bruce  Carroll  Pierce,  one  of  the 
leaders  of  The  Order,  was  driving  a 
van  filled  with  weapons  and  explo¬ 
sives  when  he  was  arrested  March  26 
in  Georgia. 

Two  Alabama  men  have  been  in¬ 
dicted  in  Utah  for  aiding  a  fugitive 
wanted  in  connection  with  a  Califor¬ 
nia  armored  car  robbery.  Mark  Frank 
Jones  and  Michael  Stanley  Norris  are 
charged  with  transporting  Richard 
Joseph  Scutari  in  Cedar  City,  Utah, 
on  Dec.  9. 

Neither  the  U.S,  Attorney’s  office 
nor  the  FBI  will  say  whether  the  sus¬ 
pects  were  in  contact  with  Utah  mem¬ 
bers  of  Aryan  Nations. 


The  February  Intelligence  Report 
of  the  Southern  Poverty  Law  Cen¬ 
ter’s  Klanwatch  says  groups  like  The 
Order  want  “final  solutions,  not  Jim 
Crow  segregation.”  It  is  not  surpris¬ 
ing  that  Klan  and  Nazi  leaders  would 
be  forced  to  initiate  hostilities  them¬ 
selves  if  their  race  war  was  too  slow  in 
coming,  says  the  report. 

Irwin  Suall,  of  the  B’nai  B’rith’s 
Anti-Defamation  League,  compares 
The  Order  to  the  Weather  Under¬ 
ground,  saying,  “People  ask,  ‘How 
are  a  couple  dozen  kooks  going  to 
overthrow  the  U.S.  government?’ 
But  that’s  not  what  they  think  of 
themselves.” 

Buck  Revell,  assistant  FBI  direc¬ 
tor  in  charge  of  criminal  investiga¬ 
tions, _told  Newsweek  that  right-wing 
terrorists  are  “probably  even  more 
violent  than  left-wing  terrorists  and 
possibly  a  greater  threat  to  the  law- 
enforcement  community.” 

An  even  more  ominous  comment  on 
the  recent  violence  comes  from  Keith 
Gilbert,  the  leader  of  the  Restored 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  another 
break-off  of  Butler’s  Aryan  Nations. 

Gilbert,  who  spent  time  in  prison 
for  plotting  to  detonate  1,400  pounds 
of  dynamite  during  a  Martin  Luther 
King  speech,  told  The  Universe:  “I 
think  a  lot  of  people  aj*e  beginning  to 
realize  that  we’re  telling  the  truth  and 
that  we  mean  what  we  say.” 


Veterans  called  to  unite 
to  save  administration 
for  small  businessmen

An  alert- is  Sounding  for  all  veterans  to  contact 
their  congressmen  in  an  effort  to  persuade  Capitol 
Hill  to  save  the  Small  Business  Administration 
|(SBA). 

The  warning  comes  just  after  the  leadership  of 
the  Senate  and  the  White  House  came  to  an  agree¬ 
ment  to  include  the  elimination  of  the  SBA  in  an 
■overall  budget  compromise.  The  proposal  will  go  to 
the  floor  in  two  weeks. 

Utah  veterans  who  rely  on  the  SBA  can  take  note 
that  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R-Utah,  supports  remodel¬ 
ing  the  agency  into  an  information  and  loan  source 
for  new,  small  businesses  and  businesses  initiated 
by  women  and  minorities,  said  Gina  Rose,  press 
secretary  for  the  senator. 

|  With  respect  to  veterans,  Ina  Robbins,  veterans’ 
coordinator  at  BYU,  said  President  Reagan’s  prop¬ 
osed  cut  of  the  SBA  would  mean  the  end  of  help  for 
veterans  interested  in  opening  upa  small  business. 
(““Direct  and  guaranteed- loans1  and  management 
assistance  for  veterans  ate.  at  an  all  time  high. 
Taking  away  that  resource  would  be  disastrous  for 
tens  of  thousands  of  veterans  who  benefit  from 
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from  the  agency’s  programs,”  Robbins  said. 

With  respect  to  the  general  public,  the  SBA  was 
responsible  for  loaning  $39.9  million  to  249  Utahns. 
But  if  the'Utah  Valley  figure  of  loans  awarded  small 
business  enterprisers  is  indicative  of  Utah,  the 
SBA  loans  make  up  only  10  to  15  percent  of  small 
business  loans. 

So  the  question  is  posed  of  whether  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  the  SBA  will  drastically  affect  Utah  and  its 
veterans.  According  to  the  vice  president  of  First 
Security  Bank  of  Provo,  nixing  the  SBA  will  not 
have  a  great  impact  on  Utah  Valley.  His  reason:  the 
majority  of  small  business  loan  applicants  go  direct¬ 
ly  through  the  bank  and  sidestep  the  agency. 

If  the  SBA  is  cut,  outstanding  loans  will  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Department  of  Treasury,  while 
appendages  of  the  agency  (Office  of  Advocacy,  Pro¬ 
curement  Assistance  and  Small  Business  Innova¬ 
tion  and  Research)  will  be  handed  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Commerce. 

But  the  agency  still  has  a  fighting  chance  to  sur¬ 
vive.  Although  SBA  critics  point  out  a  25  percent 
default  rate  of  its  direct  loans ,  the  agency’s  accumu¬ 
lated  460,000  loans  boast  of  a  relatively  small  loss 
rate  of  5  percent,  said  SBA  spokesman  Jim  Jen¬ 
nings.

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Tests  on  food  processing 
to  be  conducted  in  space

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There  will  be  a  lot  of  modem  tech¬ 
nology  in  the  food  industry  in  the  near 
future,  according  to  Dr.  Clayton  S. 
Huber,  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Food  Science  and  Nutrition. 

Huber,  a  contract  scientist  at  the 
Johnson  Space  Center  in  Houston 
from  1968-75,  worked  on  the  food 
packaging  and  selection  for  the  astro¬ 
nauts  of  the  Gemini,  Apollo  and  Sky- 
lab  space  missions,  so  he  has  had  an 
extensive  background  in  food  tech¬ 
nology. 

“On  the  space  flights  there  are 
limitations  on  such  things  as  space 
and  weight  of  the  food,”  Huber  said. 
“The  challenge  in  the  space  program 
was  to  give  the  astronauts  something 
good  within  the  restrictions.” 

Much  of  the  processes  used  for  food 
in  space  travel  are  being  tested  for 
use  on  earth.  A  system  of  food  eradia¬ 
tion  is  currently  being  tested  for  foods 
available  in  public  supermarkets. 
Large  doses  of  eradiation  were  used 
on  several  of  the  Apollo  missions  to 
rid  the  food  of  gamma  and  other 
short-energy  rays.  He  said  small 
doses  can  sterilize  food. 

Huber  said  a  small  dose  of  eradia- 
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tion  can  also  do  such  things  as  inhibit 
the  growth  of  sprouts  in  potatoes  and 
can  extend  the  shelf  life  of  many  fruits 
and  vegetables  up  to  two  or  three 
weeks.  Huber  expects  a  regulation  to 
be  placed  on  the  small  dosage  of  era¬ 
diation  within  the  next  year,  legaliz¬ 
ing  its  use. 

Huber  said  there  is  also  much  being 
done  with  regards  to  the  meat  and 
fish  industry.  He  said  use  of  the  pol¬ 
lock  fish  caught  in  Alaska  can  produce 
artificial  crab  legs,  shrimp  and  lobs¬ 
ter.  By  a  washing  procedure  called 
“surimi,”  scientists  remove  color  and 
taste  from  the  fish  and  inject  a  new 
gel  formation,  taste  and  texture  of  the 
desired  product. 

This  same  procedure  can  be  used  to 
cleanly  remove  bones,  fat  and  other 
undesirable  tissue  in  meat.  Huber 
said  the  improvement  can  be  done  to 
hamburger,  steak,  chicken  and  even . 
chicken  and  turkey  necks.  Proce¬ 
dures  such  as  surimi  are  now  used  to 
make  turkey  rolls. 

“We  will  see  a  lot  more  of  this  in  the 
future,”  he  said.  “What  we’re  trying 
to  do  is  to  make  efficient  use  of  all  our 
resources.” 

Many  of  the  experiments  done  with 
food  are  taking  place  in  the  Space 
Shuttle  Challenger  program.

Kite  looks  to  win 
first  major  title 
in  Masters  tourney 


Sophomore  pitcher  Heber  Crockett  earned  his 
first  win  of  the  season  and  Jeff  Brown  drove  in 
three  runs  with  a  home  run  as  BYU  downed  South¬ 
ern  Utah  State.12-4  to  gain  a  split  of  its  doublehead¬ 
er  against  the  Thunderbirds  yesterday  in  Provo. 

The  first  game  saw  SUSC  pitcher  Dave  Draper 
silence  the  Cougar  bats  to  give  the  Thunderbirds  a 
15-8  victory.  The  split  gave  the  Cougars  a  22-18 
record  for  the  season.  BYU  will  next  host  Northern 
Colorado  in  a  twinbill  Friday  at  noon. 

The  Cougars  had  16  hits  to  back  the  nine-hit 
pitching  of  Crockett,  who  gave  up  four  runs  on  nine 
hits  to  go  the  distance  for  the  Cougars.  He  also 
struck  out  eight  batters  and  walked  just  two  to 
even  his  record  at  1-1. 

After  dropping  the  first  game,  the'  Cougars 
started  off  quickly  in  the  second  game.  Following  a 
two-run  first  inning,  back-to-back  solo  home  runs 
by  Clark  Clifford  and  Blake  J ensen  off  losing  pitch¬ 
er  Kelly  Lund  gave  BYU  a  4-0  lead  after  two  in¬ 
nings. 

Brown’s  three-run  shot  over  the  centerfield 
fence  highlighted  a  six-run  sixth  inning  for  the 
Cougars  and  gave  them  an  11-3  lead.  The  blast 
came  after  run-scoring  singles  by  Keith  Harrison 
and  Mike  Littlewood  had  given  BYU  an  8-3  advan¬ 
tage.  Following  Brown’s  homer,  Gordie  Dotson 
doubled  to  center  and  scored  on  BYU’s  seventh  hit 
of  the  inning,  a  two-out  single  by  Stu  Adams,  to 
finish  off  the  scoring  for  the  Cougars. 

“Crockett  really  gave  us  a  lift  after  we  lost  the 
first  game,”  said  BYU  coach  Gary  Pullins  following 
the  game.  “Before  today,  he  hadn’t  pitched  in  two 
weeks,  so  we’re  very  pleased  with  his  effort  today.  ” 

A  towering  three-run  homer  by  Floyd  Arm¬ 
strong  and  a  two-run  shot  by  Mike  Federico  in  a 
five-run  sixth  inning  keyed  the  victory  for  SUSC. 
Draper  struck  out  six  to  improve  his  record  to  3-3. 

Junior  Dave  Jenkins’  record  fell  to  0-3  as  he  faced 
just  eight  batters  on  the  day,  being  shelled  for  five 
runs,  as  SUSC  led  5-1  after  two  innings. 

But  BYU  began  a  rally  in  the  third.  With  one  out, 
a  single  by  Gary  Schoonover  and  consecutive  walks 
to  Mark  Inouye  and  Gary  Cooper  loaded  the  bases 
for  BYU.  However,  a  sure  single  off  the  bat  of 
cleanup  hitter  Brett  Varoz  hit  Inouye  on  the  hand 
and  stunted  the  threat.  BYU  salvaged  the  inning 
on  a  two-run  single  by  Brian  Carroll  to  cut  the  lead 
to  5-3. 

After  fourth-inning  home  runs  by  Jim  Kotkas 
and  Rob  Palm  made  it  8-3,  a  double  by  Kotkas  in  the 
fifth  made  the  score  10-3,  putting  the  game  out  of 
reach.

AUGUSTA,  Ga.  (AP)— Stephanie 
Kite,  age  at  the  time,  was  sitting 
on  her  daddy’s  lap  explaining  one  of 
her  adventures. 

This  one  involved  a  piece  of  candy 
that  stuck  in  her  throat  and  necessi¬ 
tated  Stephanie  being  up-ended  and 
slapped  on  the  back. 

“Did  that  oT  candy  slip  down  your 
throat,  Stephie?”  asked  daddy. 

There  was  a  sigh,  a  shrug,  and  the 
solemn,  philosophic  reply:  “Some 
days  they  just  do  that.” 

And  daddy  Tom  knows  all  about 
those  days,  the  days  things  just  hap¬ 
pen  like  that,  the  good  things  turn  to 
bad,  when  the  best  effort  is  not  good 
enough. 

He,  too,  takes  a  philosophic 
approach. 

“I  can  shoot  67.  There’s  nothing  in 
the  world  I  can  do  about  somebody 
else  shooting  65,”  Kite  said. 

He  was  in  position,  some  years  ago, 
to  win  the  Hall  of  Fame  Classic.  But, 
during  the  last  round,  his  ball  moved.

He  lost 
the  tournament  by  one  stroke. 


Last  year,  Kite,  was  in  position,  as 
he  so  often  is,  to  win  the  Masters.  But 
Ben  Crenshaw  holed  a  65-foot  putt 
and  Kite  hit  a  7-iron  shot  into  Rae’s 
Creek  on  No.  12. 

“People  think  I  blew  it  when  I  went 
in  the  water  on  12.  That’s  not  so.  I  lost 
because  I  missed  some  crucial  putts  in 
the  early  rounds.  I  have  no  control 
over  the  fact  that  Ben  made  a  65-foot 
putt  on  the  10th  hole,”  Kite  said. 

He  finished  sixth,  the  eighth  time 
in  nine  years  he  had  placed  sixth  or 
better  in  the  Masters ,  including  a  run¬ 
ner-up  position  in  1983. 

But  he’s  never  won  a  major. 

The  hard-working  little  man  has 
done  almost  everything  else.  He’s 
won  seven  titles  and  more  than  $2.3 
million  in  a  14-season  career.  He  won 
the  Vardon  Trophy  for  the  low  stroke 
average  on  the  Tour  in  both  1981  and 
1982. 

Perhaps  his  most  remarkable 
achievement  was  in  1981  when  he 
finished  10th  or  better  21  times  in  26 
starts.  But  that  record  became  some¬ 
thing  of  a  burden.

Jazz  may  announce  plan 
to  stay  in  Salt  Lake  City 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Utah  Jazz 
officials  may  announce  today  the  National 
Basketball  Association  franchise  will  re¬ 
main  in  Salt  Lake  City,  team  owner  Sam 
Battistone  says. 

“I  think  everything  is  very  favorable 
right  now  and  we’re  going  on  that  basis,” 
Battistone  said  in  a  copyright  story  pub¬ 
lished  Wednesday  in  the  Deseret  News. 

Battistone  has  imposed  a  Tuesday  dead¬ 
line  for  local  investors  to  put  together  a 
package  to  pay  off  the  club’s  $6  million 
debt  and  give  it  at  least  $2  million  more  for 
operating  capital  or  else  the  club  will  be 
sold  to  the  highest  bidder. 

Battistone  already  has  an  $18  million 
offer  to  move  the  team  to  Florida,  and  a 


California  group  is  interested  in  moving 
the  team  to  Orange  County. 

Team  officials  also  said  they  want  a  new 
lease  on  the  Salt  Palace,  the  arena  where 
home  games  are  played. 

Utah  car  dealer  Larry  H.  Miller  has  put 
together  an  $8  million  package  to  buy  half 
interest  in  the  club,  and  Miller  scheduled 
two  meetings  Wednesday  afternoon  to 
finalize  the  deal. 

“I  feel  like  those  two  meetings  have  the 
potential  to.  wrap  it  up,”  Miller  said. 

One  of  the  contingencies  Miller  attached 
to  his  offer  was  that  the  team  negotiate  a 
better  lease  on  the  Salt  Palace. 

On  Tuesday  Utah  Gov.  Norm  Banger- 
ter,  Salt  Lake  City  Mayor  Ted  Wilson  and 


Salt  Lake  County  Commission  Chairman 
Mike  Stewart  pledged  to  work  out  finan¬ 
cial  details  so  the  team  could  remain  in 
Utah. 

The  three  public  officials  said  they  are 
willing  to  give  financial  aid  to  the  Salt 
Palace,  owned  and  operated  by  the  coun¬ 
ty,  to  make  it  “more  financially  secure.” 

Jazz  President  David  Checketts  said  the 
three  government  officials  assured  him 
“the  lease  will  be  put  back  in  favorable 
terms  with  the  rest  of  the  NBA.” 

Stewart  said,  “If  the  Salt  Palace  is 
financially  secure,  then  we  can  look  at  all 
the  leases.”

Lynn  described  as  “bizarre”  the 
possibility  of  Cleveland  getting  Kosar 
in  a  supplemental  draft. 

“It  is  something  that  might  have  to 
be  addressed  by  attorneys,”  Lynn 
added. 

Kosar,  who  has  two  years  of  college 
eligibility  remaining,  has  not  in¬ 
formed  the  league  that  he  plans  to  be 
eligible  for  the  regular  draft  and  has 
until  April  15  to  do  so,  said  league 
spokesman  Joe  Browne. 

A  source  close  to  Kosar  said  the 
quarterback  probably  would  not 
make  himself  eligible  until  after  April 
30,  and  thus  would  be  available  in  a 
supplemental  draft. 

Kosar,  reared  near  Cleveland,  has 
expressed  a  preference  for  playing 
with  the  Browns.  His  father  said, 
“I’m  a  Browns  fan,  and  my  kids  are 
Browns  fans.” 

Kosar,  as  a  redshirt  freshman,  led 
Miami  to  a  national  championship  two 
seasons  ago.  He  decided  this  spring  to 
complete  his  coursework  over  the 
summer  and  pass  up  his  remaining 
two  years  of  college  eligibility  to  turn 
pro. 

In  two  seasons  at  Miami,  Kosar  set 
22  school  records  and  led  the  Hurri¬ 
canes  to  a  19-6  record.  The  6-foot-5, 
210-pound  quarterback  accumulated 
nine  300-yard  passing  games  and 
threw  40  touhdown  passes.

Romania's  'Hotel  Dracula'  features 
resident  vampire  reposing  in  coffin 


TIHUTA  PASS,  Romania  (AP)  —  Traveler,  be¬ 
ware.  Bats  and  wolves  adorn  the  walls  of  these 
Transylvanian  lodgings,  and  the  hotel  cook  relaxes 
in  a  coffin. 

Its  real  name  is  the  Hotel  Tihuta,  but  guests  at 
the  $2-million  mountaintop  extravaganza  know  it 
as  “Hotel  Dracula.”  White-gloved  waitresses  serve 
Polish  vodka  to  local  shepherds  and  the  concierge’s 
desk  is  on  the  second  floor  in  a  tower. 

Radu  Varareanu,  the  cook,  is  the  resident  vam¬ 
pire.  He  springs  from  a  coffin  to  terrify  tourists  in 
the  basement  “torture  chamber.”  The  thrill  is  gone 
for  Varareanu,  who  says  he’s  done  the  trick  so  often 
he  feels  like  falling  asleep  during  the  wait  in  the 
coffin. 

Set  in  the  Carpathian  Mountains,  31  miles  south 
of  the  Soviet  border,  the  hotel  resembles  a  mediev- 
;al  stronghold.  It  guards  a  3,600-foot  pass  where 
crosswinds  l  wirl  among  craggy  peaks  —  and  into 
the  lobby.

Seven  years  in  the  building,  the  hotel  opened  last 
year,  and  business  was  not  encouraging. 

“The  hotel  is  operatingup  to  70 percent  capacity. 
At  the  beginning  it  was  even  worse,”  said  loan 
Pasca,  administrator  of  the  70-room,  three-story 
hotel. 

When  construction  was  started  in  1976,  Romania 
was  hoping  to  attract  thousands  of  Western  tour¬ 
ists  to  visit  the  homeland  of  the  legendary  vampire. 
Bram  Stoker’s  1897  novel  is  set  in  these  mountains, 
but  don’t  count  on  finding  it  in  local  bookstores. 

The  novel  is  banned  in  Romania,  as  are  Dracula 
films  on  grounds  they  portray  a  distorted  image  of 
the  real  “Dracula,”  the  15th-century  ruler  Vlad  the 
Impaler  —  so-named  because  he  impaled  his  Tur¬ 
kish  enemies  on  stakes, 

Vlad  is  a  national  hero  in  a  country  that  takes  its 
history  and  traditions  seriously,  and  officials  are 
reluctant  to  link  him  with,  the  popular  Western 
image  of  the  bloodsucking  count. 


Michael  Lassel,  who  worked  on  the  wall  decora¬ 
tions,  said  plans  to  name  the  establishment  Hotel 
Dracula  had  been  vetoed  by  the  authorities.  But 
other  cliches  are  encouraged. 

“The  Dracula  issue  offers  everybody  a  loophole  of 
a  dream,”  Lassel  said.* 

Visitors  may  spend  the  night  in  a  coffin  if  they 
want.  They  can  also  order  “Elixir  Dracula,”  a  heady 
snifter  of  plum  brandy. 

The  portrait  of  a  human  vampire  adorns  a  wall  of 
the  cellar  where  Varareanu’s  coffin  lies,  lit  dimly  by 
two  flickering  candles.  The  hotel  is  looking  for  12 
human  skulls  as  further  decoration. 

Few  Romanians  know  of  the  place  because  it  is 
new  and  out  of  the  way,  located  in  a  virgin  forest  on 
the  road  linking  Transylvania  and  the  northern  pro¬ 
vince  of  BUkoviiia. 

“But  I  think  that  in  two  or  three  years  the  place 
will  be  Crammed,”  Pasca  said.

McKEE  BRIDGE,  Ore.  (AP)  —  Bill  Tibbitts  was 
on  his  hands  and  knees  under  a  canopy  of  manzarii- 
ta,  his  cheek  practically  touching  the  dry  white  oak 
leaves  that  covered  the  soft  wet  ground,  his  eyes 
searching  for  the  elusive  outline  of  a  wild  morel 
mushroom. 

“We  always  pick  uphill,”  Tibbitts  said.  “You  get 
down  on  ground  level  and  look  up  the  hill  and  you 
can  see  them.  They’ll  stick  up.” 

At  the  base  of  a  manzanita  bush,  next  to  some 
western  shooting  star  wildflowers,  Tibbitts  spot¬ 
ted  the  distinctive  cone-shaped  outline  and  convo¬ 
luted  surface  of  a  morel. 

He  took'  his  knife,  carefully  cut  the  stem  just 
above  the  ground  and  put  the  prize  in  his  bucket.  In 
two  days  it  would  be  at  a  restaurant  like  Le  Pavilion 
in  Washington,  the  Savoy  Restaurant  in  the  Wes¬ 
ton  Oaks.  Hotel  in  Houston  or  Joe’s  Restaurant  in 
Reading,  Pa. 

“When  you  find  a  patch  of  nice  morels,  it  gets 
your  adrenalin  going,”  Tibbitts  said.  “I  imagine  it 
would  be  like  catching  a  nice  steelhead  or  a 
salmon.” 

Tibbitts  cuts  red  cedar  for  shakes  in  the  coastal 
forests  around  Coos  Bay  in  the  winter.  But  in  the 
spring,  he  and  neighbor  Bob  McArthur  head  for  the 
Rogue  River  National  Forest  to  hunt  and  buy 
morels. 

In  the  morning  they  scour  the  south-facing  slopes 
that  have  the  variegated  shade  provided  by  the 
dusty-green  manzanita. 

“It’s  like  the  old  man  said.  They  grow  where  they 
grow,”  Tibbitts  said. 

In  the  afternoon  they  drive  to  tiny  communities 
like  McKee  Bridge,  Ruch  and  Gold  Hill  and  set  a 
state-certified  scale  on  the  tailgate  of  the  green 
four- wheel-drive  Blazer. 

Next  to  it  goes  a  sign  that  tells  local  mushroom 
hunters  they  are  paying  $8  a  pound  for  top-quality 
morels. 

McArthur  and  Tibbits  look  over  every  morel, 


cutting  out  discolorations,  looking  for  bugs. 

There  is  a  false  morel  that  can  make  you  sick,  so 
Tibbitts  looks  at  each  one  to  be  sure  the  crown 
connects  at  the  base,  indicating  it  is  good  to  eat. 

Last  year,  Tibbitts,  his  wife,  Lorna,  and  McAr¬ 
thur  sold  3,000  pounds  of  chanterelles  through  their 
company,  Forest  Fresh  Products.  This  is  their  first 
year  selling  morels.  They  hope  to  grow  to  the  point 
where  the  business  is  full  time. 

“Every  small  business  started  in  a  library,”  Tib¬ 
bitts  said.  “I  went  to  the  library  and  got  out  a  copy 
of  Gournjet  magazine.  I  looked  at  the  ads  for  res¬ 
taurants  and  just  called  them.” 

The  mushrooms  are  packed  in  ventilated  Styr¬ 
ofoam  boxes  and  shipped  air  freight,  getting  to 
their  destinations  in  just  two  days. 

Patrick  Wheeler,  executive  chef  for  the  Weston 
Oaks  Hotel  in  Houston,  is  buying  30  pounds  of 
morels  from  them. 

“The,  smaller  ones,  we’ll  take  and  saute  them 
with  a  little  bit  of  shallots,  season  with  salt  and 
pepper,  and  finish  them  off  with  a  little  cream  and 
white  wine,”  he  said. 

“The  bigger  ones,  we’ll  stuff  with  chicken  farce, 
which  is  ground  chicken,  cream,  pistachios,  truffles 
and  egg  whites.  We’ll  use  a  light  cream  sauce,  with 
shallot,  salt  and  pepper,  and  a  white  wine  reduc¬ 
tion.” 

At  Le  Pavilion  in  Washington,  Chef  Yannick 
Cam  stuffs  them  with  a  mousse  of  foie  gras,  duck 
and  pigeon  breast  and  a  pimento  puree.  Then  they 
are  poached  in  a  court  bouillon. 

It’s  certainly  not  the  best  mushroom  flavorwise,” 
he  said.  “The  one  thing  is  they  can  be  stuffed,  so  you 
can  do  many  more  things,  with  it.” 

At  Joe’s  Restaurant  in  Reading,  Pa.,  which  spe¬ 
cializes  in  wild  mushrooms,  owner  and  chef  Jack 
Czarnecki  stuffs  morels  with  a  mousse  of  pheasant, 
watercress  and  cream  and  uses  morel  extract  for 
sauces.

The  anticipation  of  spring  and  summer  holidays  is  evident  on 
campus. 

Bodies  of  sun  worshippers  dot  the  landscape.  Music  blares  from 
apartment  windows  giving  rhythm  to  sweaty  basketball  games  on  the 
nearby  court.  Frisbees  and  footballs  whiz  in  between  pedestrians; 
summer  fashions  have  again  brought  their  blaze  of  pinks  and  blues  and 
yellows  and  white  to  brighten  up  our  days.  Last  minute  plans  for 
holidays  with  graduating  roommates  and  other  friends  are  excitedly
